OPT-O-MIZZED 


Peacetime  mlHlary  conscription 
of  the  nation’s  young  men  for  the 
purpose  of  bolstering  the  national 
defense  is  about  to  become  a  fact. 
Whether  college  men  21  and  over 
iige  the  prospect  or  not,  they  now 
face  compulsory  registration  which 
for  some  will  lead  to  service  in 
the  nation's  armed  forcc-s. 

As  Is  to  be  expected,  campus 
support  Ihreughoul  the  country  for 
the  Burke-Wadsworth  bill  has 
lagged  cosiderably  bphlnd  the  sup¬ 
port  given  the  measure  by  the 
population  as  a  whole.  A  recent 
tabulation  of  pre.ss  polls  showed 
that  66  per  cent  pf  America's  adult 
voting  populatio.n  favored  con¬ 
scription.  Unfortuntaeiy,  collegiate 
opinion  up  to  now  has  not  been 
sounded  as  extensively  as  that  of 
the  general  public.  But  it  is'  a  safe 
bet  that  an  objective  sampling, 
following  the  methods  of  Dr.  Gal- 
iup’s  Institute  of  Public  Opinion, 
would  find  college  students  voting 
considerably  less  than  two-thirds 
in  favor  of  compulsory  military 
training. 

Nevertheless  there  have  been 
straws  in  the  wind  these 
weeks  indicating  that  even  among 
Students  there  is  growing  senti¬ 
ment  that  America  must  call  its 
manpower  to  the  alert.  Under¬ 
graduate  and  faculty  groups  and 
^  Individuals  in  increasing  numbers 
;h!ive  conceded  that  .some  sort  of 
draft  i.s  necessary, 

In  Philadelphia,  Lawson  Robert¬ 
son,  57-year-old  Penn  and  Olym¬ 
pic  track  coach,  declared  for  com- 
pukory  military  training  to  tough¬ 
en  American  youths  for  possible 
defense  of  their  country.  "1  don’t 
tliink  the  young  fellows  of  today 
are  ready  for  □  war,"  asserted 
Robertson,  celebrating  his  twenty- 
fifth  anniversary  at  Penn.  "They 
have  the  initiative,  but  not  the  en¬ 
durance  for  fighting." 

America’s  college  millions 
watched  closely  as  the  conscription 
bill  bounced  over  a  rocky  path 
through  the  houses  of  congress. 
Among  the  principal  senate  op¬ 
ponents  was  Montana’s  isolation¬ 
ist  Burton  K,  Wlieeler.  whose  ob¬ 
jections.  based  on  two  personal 
convictions,  struck  a  responsive 
chord  in  many  student  minds;  1. 
that  conscription  would  destroy 
democracy  in  the  United  States; 
2j  that  Hitler  had  no  militai-y  de¬ 
signs  on  the  U.  S. 

Proponents  of  the  measure 
argued  that  action  was  necessary 
with  Hitler  supreme  over  virtually 
all  ihe  European  continent;  that 
voluntary  enlistment  could  not 
provide  sufficiently  high-grade 
manpower  for  defense;  and  that 
conscription  in  previous  national 
emergencies  has  not  resulted  in 
destruction  of  American  democ¬ 
racy. 

Attitude  of  the  administration 
and  of  local  draft  boards  toward 
actual  conscription  of  college  stu¬ 
dents  remains  to  be  seen  in  actual 
practice.  There  seems  some  basis 
for  the  prediction  that  the  propor¬ 
tion  of  students  called  to  camp 
will  not  be  high.  But  at  any  rate 
conscription  k  here,  despite  thou¬ 
sands  of  lu.sty  "nays"  from  hun¬ 
dreds  of  colleges.
